It should be exposed at ASA Speed, 1250, for most applica- 
tions and processed according to recommendations for best 
results.

Mew 64-speed KQDACOLOR-X Film with improved sharpness 
and minimum grain replaces the older 32-speed KODACOLGR 
Film. The new faster film, in an adjustable camera, enables 
you to use high shutter speeds to minimize camera or subject 
movement It also permits the use of smaller lens openings 
for picture sharpness over a wide distance range. 

The additional speed of KGDACGLOR-X Film makes flash 
pictures possible at greater distances. The film has good 
exposure latitude to minimize the effect of exposure errors 
particularly important with non -adjustable cameras. The same 
roll can be exposed outdoors in daylight or indoors by blue 
flash without a filter. 

KQDACOIOR-X Film — in sizes to fit most still cameras - 
gives you negatives from which color snapshots and enlarge- 
ments up to 11 x 14 inches are available. 

KODACOtOR slides also can be obtained from most stand- 
ard-size KODACOLGR negatives tip to 2V 4 x inches square.

KODACHRGME H Film is the universal favorite for color slides 
because of its unexcelled color quality and extreme sharp- 
ness. It has the greatest sharpness of any Kodak color film 
and retains excellent detail in highlight and shadow areas, 
KGDACHR0ME3E Film has moderate speed and good exposure 
latitude. It therefore produces pleasing results even with 
moderate over- or under-exposure, 

KODACHRGME IT Film for still cameras comes in 135 20- 
and 36-exposure magazines, as well as 828 rolls. The same 
film can be used in daylight or indoors with blue flash. 

KODACHRGME H Professional Film, Type A, color balanced 
for photoflood illumination, is available in 135 36-exposure 
magazines only. 




KODACH ROM EM Finn— 

For color movies 

KODACH ROME H Film for 8 and 1 6mm movie cameras is sup- 
plied in rolls and magazines in two types daylight (ASA 25) 
for general outdoor use and Type A [ASA 40) for use indoors 
with photoflood lamps. Type A KODACHRGME H Film also can 
be exposed outdoors with a KODAK 85 Filter over the camera 
lens. Under these conditions it has the same speed as KODA- 
CHRONIE H Film, Daylight Type, 




For color slides 

KODACHROME-X Film is faster [ASA Speed 64) and has more 
contrast than KODACHRGME H Film. The new faster film is a 
good choice for making pictures on dull days, in the shade, 
or wherever lighting is less than ideal. Despite the increased 
speed of KODACHROME-X Film, it exhibits remarkable sharp- 
ness and freedom from gralniness — second only to KQDA- 
CHROME H Film. KODACHROME-X Film, for daylight or blue 
flash, is available in No. 126 KODAPAK Cartridges and 135, 
20- and 36-exposure magazines. 




KODAK EKTACHRQME-X Film- 
Far color slides 

You’ll really enjoy the sparkling color slides you get from the 
new EKTACHROM E-X Film. Its higher speed is coupled with 
great sharpness and low gratniness. The film produces cleaner 
blues while retaining a pleasing warmth in other colors. The 
speed of EKTACHROM E-X (ASA 64) helps assure good pictures 
in the shade or on dull days, permits faster shutter speeds 
for action shots. The same film can be used outdoors or in- 
doors with blue flash bulbs. EKTACHROME-X can be processed 
by Kodak, local laboratories, or the user. The film is available 
in No, 126 KODAPAK Cartridges, 135, 20- and 36-exposure 
magazines as well as Nos. 120, 127, 620 and 828 roll sizes. 




KODAK High Speed EKTACHROME Film— 

For color slides 

KODAK High Speed EKTACHROME Film is supplied in two types. 
The Daylight Type (ASA Speed 160) is recommended far color 
photography of fast action outdoors and interiors lighted by 
daylight or fluorescent illumination. It is color-balarced for 
exposure to daylight, blue flashbulbs, and electronic flash. 
Therefore, no filters are required for any of these light 
sources. The Daylight Type Filin is available in No, 120 rolls 
and 135 magazines of 20 and 36 exposures, 

KODAK High Speed EKTACHROME Film, Type B, is balanced 
for 3200° K tungsten studio illumination and has a speed of 
ASA 125, it is idea! for those difficult shots with existing 
tungsten light. The film can also be used outdoors with a 
KODAK 85B Filter at a speed of ASA 80. Thus the same roll 
of film can be used indoors under artificial tight or outdoors 
In daylight. 

The Type 8 Film Es available in No, 120 rolls :nd 135 
magazines of 20 exposures. 

Both High Speed EKTACHROME Films provide especially fine 
reproduction of greens and yellows, flesh tones, and flowers. 
Their high speed also permits the use of small lens openings 
for maximum depth of field. 



How to get your Kodak color film processed 

Just return exposed Kodak color films to your 
dealer for processing or developing and printing. 
He will arrange to have your color films processed 
by Kodak or another laboratory. 

Direct- mail processing by Kodak is also avail- 
able. Just buy Kodak Prepaid Processing Mailers 
from your dealer at a price which covers the proc- 
essing charge. Mall your exposed still or movie 
film direct to Kodak in the prepaid mailer envel- 
ope. Get your slides, movies or prints returned 
directly by mail, processed with the same care 
Kodak puts into making tilm.
